"It’s been. 5 years 
since I’ve seen my fam- 


ily. "I am very home- 
sick,” are the words 
coming from Gada 


Mohammad a 17 year old 
who arrived in the Uni- 
ted States last year. 
He started fighting in 
the war in Afghanistan 
against the Soviets 5 
years ago at the age 
or 12. 

‘In his fifth year 
ef fighting he lost his 
leg. He went to Paki- 
stan and had 3 opera- 
tions there and 3 more 
followed just recently 
in the U.S. His med- 
ical visa was changeed 
to an educational visa 
so he could stay in 
this country longer. 
Gada Mohammad has 4 
brothers and 4 sisters 
who are still in 
Afghanistan. His par- 
ents both died in the 
war.
